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RECORD WORLD COCOA BEAN CROP 
POSSIBLE IN 1979/80 SEASON 


Summary 


World cocoa bean production for the 1979/80 
(October-September) season is forcast at 1,586,000 
metric tons, more than 6 percent greater than the 
1978/79 harvest of 1,493,000 tons. The larger crop 
this year is attributed mainly to improved growing 
conditions in Ghana and Nigeria and to new plantings 
coming into bearing in the Ivory Coast, Brazil, and 
Malaysia. If production estimates are realized, the 
1979/80 harvest would be the largest of record, 
exceeding the bumper 1971/72 outturn of 1,572,000 
tons. Based on past performance, the chances are two 
out of three that the actual final outturn will not vary 
more than 5.5 percent from this first estimate of 
1979/80 world production. 

African production is forecast to be up by more 
than 9 percent this year, but the harvest will be some- 
what later than normal and recent heavy rainfall has 
caused further delays in the harvesting and drying of 
the crop. The rains have also increased pod rot dam- 
age in some producing areas. Production in South 
America is expected to be at a record level, reflecting 
anticipated bumper crops in Brazil and Ecuador. The 
Asia Oceania region will likely yield a larger outturn 
as a result of new plantings coming into production in 
Malaysia. 

World cocoa bean grindings in 1980 are forecast to 
remain well below anticipated production levels, indi- 
cating a buildup in world stocks for the third consecu- 
tive year. World stocks were increased by an 
estimated 64,000 tons this year, following an increase 
of 116,000 tons in 1978. 

New York cocoa bean prices (the average of the 
nearest 3 active futures trading months on the New 
York Cocoa Exchange) during January-September 
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1979 averaged $3.25 per kilogram ($1.47 per pound), 
down from the 1978 annual average of $3.36 per kilo- 
gram ($1.53 per pound) and $3.79 per kilogram 
($1.72 per pound) in 1977. With a large 1979/80 
world crop in the offing, cocoa prices are likely to 
move downward in the coming months. Prices during 
October 1979 have averaged $2.97 per kilogram 
($1.35 per pound). 

The International Cocoa Agreement (ICA) was 
granted a 6-month extension from its September 30, 
1979, expiration date. Meetings to renegotiate the 
ICA have been scheduled for a 2 week period begin- 
ning November 19, 1979, in Geneva. 

The Commodity Futures Trading Commission for- 
mally approved the merger of the New York Cocoa 
Exchange, Inc., and the New York Coffee and Sugar 
Exchange, Inc., on September 28, 1979. The Cocoa 
Exchange moved to its new quarters in the World 
Trade Center on October 22, 1979. 

On July 23, 1979, the Cocoa Exchange introduced 
trading of cocoa futures contracts in units of 10 metric 
tons (22,046 lbs) beginning with the December 1980 
contract and contract months thereafter. The new 
contracts will be quoted in dollars per ton, compared 
with the existing contracts, which are for 30,000 
pounds and are quoted in cents per pound. 


Major Producers 


Ghana. Reflecting improved weather conditions, 
production in Ghana is forecast at 295,000 tons, 11 
percent greater than the 1978/79 harvest of 265,000 
tons, which was the lowest in more than two decades. 
The decline in Ghana’s production over the years has 
been attributed to low producer prices, which resulted 


in neglect of the farms and discouraged new plant- 
ings. Declining productivity of older trees, rural-to- 
urban migration of farmers and workers, diversifica- 
tion to more profitable food crop production, and 
poor weather conditions have also contributed to the 
poor harvests of recent years. Increased contraband 
movement of cocoa to neighboring countries has also 
cut purchase returns and export earnings. 

Producer prices for the 1979/80 crop have been 
increased by 50 percent to 120 cedis per 30 kilograms 
(about 66 U.S. cents per 1b). However, subsidies on 
spraying machines and materials were removed. 

Ivory Coast. The 1978/79 crop approximated a 
record 320,000 tons, and early season prospects for 
the 1979/80 harvest indicate another bumper outturn. 
Although the 1979/80 crop will be somewhat later 
than usual, new plantings coming into bearing @nd 
young trees increasing in productivity will likely boost 
production to a record level this season. As a further 
incentive to increase production, the Government has 
raised producer prices for the 1979/80 crop by 20 per- 
cent to 300 CFA per kilogram (about 66.5 U.S. cents 
per pound). 

Export revenues from cocoa beans and products in 
1978 amounted to a record $965 million, accounting 
for 39 percent of the total value of all exports from 
the Ivory Coast. 

Ivory Coast exports of cocoa beans in 1978 totaled 
a record 244,967 tons, with the major recipients being 
the Netherlands, with 106,046 tons; the United 
States, 54,389 tons; USSR, 24,719 tons; France, 
24,551 tons; and West Germany, 10,185 tons. Cocoa 
butter exports amounted to 14,323 tons, cocoa cake 
and power 6,561 tons, and cocoa paste and liquor 
26,415 tons. 

Nigeria. Because of more favorable growing condi- 
tions, production in 1979/80 is forecast to reach 
175,000 tons, 27 percent greater than the poor 
1978/79 harvest of only 138,000 tons, the lowest in 
more than two decades. Producer prices for the 
1979/80 season were increased by 16 percent to 1,200 
naira per ton (87 U.S. cents per lb). Rural-to-urban 
migration of farmers and workers, the Government’s 
emphasis on an industrial-based economy, and poor 
weather have all contributed to the decline of 
Nigeria’s cocoa industry in recent years. 

Cameroon. Production for 1979/80 is forecast at 
110,000 tons, slightly above last season’s outturn of 
107,000 tons. Prices to growers have been increased 
by nearly 12 percent to 290 CFA per kilogram (about 
62 U.S. cents per lb). Cocoa bean exports in 1978 
totaled 61,613 tons, with the principal recipients being 
the Netherlands with 46,907 tons; France, 6,751 tons; 
and West Germany, 4,590 tons. Cocoa cake exports 
amounted to 15,259 tons, cocoa butter 7,696 tons, 
and chocolate 3,453 tons. 

Brazil. Production for 1979/80 is forecast at a 


record 320,000 tons, up from the bumper 1978/79 
harvest of 314,000 tons. The Bahia main crop is 
expected to exceed the 1978/79 outturn of 1,805,000 
bags (108,300 tons). Although it is much too early to 
provide estimates for the 1980 Bahia temporao crop, 
it seems likely that another good outturn can be anti- 
cipated with new plantings coming into production. 
Reportedly, Brazil has about 450 million cocoa trees 
planted, with about 300 million currently in produc- 
tion. The 1979 Bahia temporao harvest was a record 
3,129,000 bags (187,740 tons), compared with the 
1978 crop of 2,524,000 bags (151,440 tons). Produc- 
tion in other Brazilian cocoa areas usually amounts to 
about 300,000 bags (18,000 tons). 

Ecuador. Given favorable weather conditions, 
another good harvest is forecast for Ecuador this sea- 
son. The 1978/79 crop was placed at 83,000 tons, and 
production could reach 85,000 tons in 1979/80. High 
world prices and strong demand from the domestic 
processing industry has encouraged farmers to 
improve cultural practices and harvest marginal pro- 
ducing areas. Favorable growing conditions in 1978/79 
reduced Monilia pod rot damage, which usually 
accounts for high losses each year. However, if rain- 
fall in producing areas proves to be excessive this sea- 
son, production estimates will have to be lowered. 

Malaysia. Production is forecast at a record 28,000 
tons, reflecting new plantings coming into production. 
The current area under cocoa is estimated at about 
55,000 hectares, compared with 47,000 hectares in 
1978 and only 7,400 hectares in 1970. Peninsular 
Malaysia currently accounts for about 60 percent of 
the planted area, while Sabah and Sarawak share the 
remainder. New plantings continue, and officials 
predict that Malaysia will rank among the major cocoa 
producers of the world by the turn of the century. 

Malaysia’s exports of cocoa beans in 1978 totaled a 
record 17,571 tons, with most of the shipments going 
to West Germany 5,721 tons, Singapore 5,201 tons, 
and the Netherlands 2,333 tons. Cocoa butter exports 
in 1978 amounted to 1,550 tons and cocoa powder 
1,240 tons. 


Major Importers 


World cocoa bean grindings in 1980 are forecast to 
show a modest increase over the 1979 level of 1.4 
million tons, reflecting anticipated lower prices and 
more plentiful supplies. Cocoa consumption is being 
adversely affected by manufacturers using more 
extenders and substitutes and shifting to the produc- 
tion of more nonchocolate confectionery items in 
their product lines. Inflation and the global economic 
slowdown is also dampening the rate of recovery in 
cocoa grindings. 

A poor grain harvest in the USSR this year will 
likely divert a portion of the foreign exchange 


availabilities previously allocated for cocoa for needed 
grain imports. Thus, Soviet cocoa bean grindings will 
likely remain at low levels in 1980. USSR cocoa bean 
imports in 1978 recovered somewhat to 103,113 tons 
from 72,966 tons a year earlier, but still remained 
well below the 1974/76 average of 144,336 tons. 

U.S. Cocoa bean grindings during the first 9 
months of 1979 totaled 123,321 tons, 5 percent 
greater than in the corresponding period a year earlier. 
Thus, the 1979 grind seems likely to top the 
depressed 1978 level of 162,660 tons, but remain 
below 1977 grindings of 183,752 tons. U.S. grindings 
will probably show a modest increase in 1980, unless 
there is a sharp increase in imports of cocoa products. 

West German grind for January-September 1979 
totaled 102,748 tons, slightly below the 104,802 tons 


processed during the corresponding 1978 months. 
Netherlands grind for the 9-month 1979 period 
amounted to 94,365 tons, just above the 92,150 tons 
ground during the corresponding 1978 period. How- 
ever, grind in the United Kingdom for the period fell 
18 percent below the 9-month 1978 level to 45,700 
tons.
